A ProflUM* Farm. 


The city editor of the Philadel- 


phia Ledger has been visiting a 
farmer Iriend near Reading, Fa., 
and thus records what he eaw and 
learned: "A visit, yesterday, to the 
farm of Mr. Christopher Shearer, 
five miles north of Beading gave a 
good idea of progress. 
This farm 


contains 100 acres, and has upon it 
an orchard ot Bartlett pears, which 
occupies ten acres; there are also for- 
ty acres in peaches and apples and 
another apple orchard, which occu- 
pies eighteen acres of land. From 
ten to twenty acres are planted in 
tobacco, and the remainder of the 
land is planted in potatoes, rye, 
strawberries, 
artichokes, 
willow 


trees for baskets, and a nursery of 
peach trees. There is also a large 
pond for gathering ice, to supply an 
immense refrigerator, in which the 
fruit is stored and kept until the 
market is favorable for its sale. 


The crops gathered this year were 


1,000 bushels of pears, which sold 
on an average at $2 per bushel; the 
peach orchard, which is quite young, 
produced 400 baskels, which sold 
for $1 per basket. From the apple 
orchard there were picked 2,000 
bushels, which sold from $1 to $1.50 
per bushel. The apples that fell 
from the trees, and ttiose not con- 
sidered worth sending to market, 
were sent to the cider press, and 
from them 200 barrels of juice were 
obtained, which is now in large vats 
to remain until it becomes vinegar; 
selling at 15 cents per gallon. The 
patch of tobacco yielded from 1,500 
to 2,000 pounds per acre, and sold 
at 15 cents per pound. In addition 
to this, 2,000,000 of tobacco plants 
were sold at $1 per 1,000; 1,26 0 
bushels of Jerusalem artichokes 
were raised for the purpose of feed- 
ing cattle, but most of them were 
sold in New York at from $2.50 to 
$4 per barrel, for pickling purposes, 
most of them being used in restau- 
rants and bar rooms as appetizers or 
for lunch. The sale of willows pro- 
duced $100 this year, and for the 
nursery $500 was obtained by the 
sale of yoilng peach and apple trees. 
Last spring four acres were planted 
in strawberries, and it is expected 
that next year at least 10,000 quarts 
will be gathered. Notwithstanding 
the long dry spell in this section of 
the state, grapes enough were gath- 
ered to make 600 gallons of wine, 
which readily sells at $1 per gallon. 
Mr. Shearer also purchased grapes 
enough from his neighbors to make 
500 gallons more. On the other 
portions of the land there were gath- 
ered 35 tons of hay, 400 bushels of 
potatoes, and 250 bushels of rye. 
There were also sold $200 worth of 
ice, the pond yielding more than 
was necessary for supplying the re- 
frigerator, and $200 was received 
from other farmers for storing fruit,, 
etc., in the ice house. The entire 
cost of firming the .land, including 
fertilizers, was, for the year, $4,000. 
The products amounted to over $12- 
000—quite a respectable profit on 
one hundred acres of land.

DIID— In this city, at his late residence. No. 


75 West Main street, on Sunday, Feb 1st, 1880, 
at 11a.m., of diabetes, JOBS W. HAWOBTH, 
aged about 42 years. 
Perhaps no resident of Decatur was better 
known to our people or had more fast 
friends in this and other places than the 
deceased. He was the fifth son of Mahlon 
Haworth, Esq., brother of ^George D., 
James W. and Mayor L. L. Haworth, and 
was bora in Clinton county, Ohio, on the 
25th day of February, 1833, making him a 
few days less than £43 yaars.of age a', 
his death. He came to Decalur with his 
father about the year 1856, and remained 
here until 1858, when he joined a party of 
gold hunters bound for California. The 
Hon. E. O. Smith was one of the party, 
and deceased underwent the greatest 
hardships during the overland trip. En 
route the party got lost, and was without 
proper food and water for seventy days, 
being compelled to drink alkali water and 
eat the Desh of animals that had died on 
the plains. It is believed that oo this trip 
were laid the seeds of the disease from 
which John Haworth died. At the com- 
mencement of the late war deceased re- 
turned from California, and was among 
the first to enlist in the first company raised 
in Decatur— that of Company A., of Gen 
R. J. eglesby's old regiment, the 8th III 
Vol. 
He served three months, being 


chosen 1st sergeant. He re-enlisted as a 
private in the 7th III. Cavalry, in the late 
Capt. A. J. Gallagher's company, of 
which company deceaied's young brother, 
Frank Hawortb, (who was afterward 
taken prisoner and died at Andersonville 
prison), was also a member. Deceased 
served until the close of the war, when 
he returned to Decatur. In 1868 he was 
placed on the police force, and served 
with such general acceptability that in 
1870 he was elected city marshal, which 
responsible position he held without in- 
termission until the spring of 1877, when 
he was succeeded by 
Norman Prinjle. 


He was again elected city marshal in 
1878, and on account of failing health he 
was compelled to retire from further ser- 
vice as an official at the close of thai year 
During the time that be was marshal he 


acted as Special Deputy United 


States Marshal, and we believe he held 
his commission as a United States official 
until the time of his death. At all times 
and on every occasion he proved himself 
a very efficient and brave officer. When 
he started alter a criminal he always ef- 
fected his arrest. In January, 1877, he 
left Decatur for Oregon in pursuit of a 
Piatt county murderer named Huffman, 
(afterwards sent up for life from Monti- 
cello,) and single-handed and alone he 
captured his man in the woods near 
Oregon City, and brought him to Monti- 
cello on a requisition from Gov. Cullom. 
On the return trip the murderer was 
hand-cuffed to the officer, and all the 
sleep the official got was such as he could 
obtain while seated beside his prisoner.— 
It was an extremely rough position, and 
the exposure land hardships endured on 
that memorable trip are thought to have 
given deceased's trouble a fresh start 
from which he never recovered, although he 
has been under the constant treatment of a 
well-known physician for the past two years. 
His apparent ill health has often been remark- 
ed, and the announcement of his death Is no 
surprise to the reading public. He leaves a 
wife and one daughter, Ida, aged about 13 
years, and a large circle of relatlv es and friends 
to mourn his loss.
